The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a 
moulding tool for the manufacture of precision articles 
including inserts and a clamping means as in the combination of 
features recited in claim 1. 

The closest prior art is disclosed by Greenbaum (U.S. Pat. 
No. 4,402,659; previously of record). Greenbaum teaches a 
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moulding tool comprising a clamping means which includes a 
spring action element (20) acting on a tool insert (40) . 
However, Greenbaum fails to teach or suggest clamping means and 
inserts both provided in a recess of the tool holder (18) . Nor 
does Greenbaum teach or suggest a spring action clamping means 
on the second tool holder (12) .
